WELL EQUIPPED TO 
RESTORE DAMAGES 


Some of the benefits to be derived 
by the general public through the re­ 
sources in the nature of man power 
and equipment a t the command of 
large interconnected electric systems 
were sharply brought our recently by 
the quick action of the Public Service! 
company of northern Illinois in meet­ 
ing the emergency caused by a fire 
at the old hydro-electric plant at Jo­ 
liet, one of the company’s 18 electric 
generating stations, on the night of 
June 3. 
Flames breaking out in the south 
section of the building at 10:30 p.m. 
immediately incapacitated the regu­ 
lators which controlled Joliet’s street 
lights. 
Due to the company’s large 
system of interconnected generating 
stations, there was no interruption in 
the domestic and industrial • electric 
service of the city. 
Within an hour after the fire sta rt­ 
ed, and before the local fire depart­ 
ment would perm it entrance to the 
building, more than fifty of the com­ 
pany’s engineers and electricians were 
on hand and ready to begin clearing 
away the wreckage preparatory to the 
resumption of the street lighting ser­ 
vice. 
Twenty minutes after the discovery 
of the flames, other districts’ head­ 
quarters of the company had been 
notified and in less than an hour 
duplicate equipment of the proper 
type necessary to replace that being- 
headed for Joliet. Street lighting reg­ 
ulators from Oak Park, Evanston, 
Highland Park and as far north as 
Waukegan, more than 60 miles away, 
were in Joliet and ready to be set in 
place by the time sufficient wTeckage 
was cleared away. 
This almost record speed in the re­ 
sumption of service is sharply con­ 
trasted with conditions that might 
arise if a similar emergency confront­ 
ed a small independently operated 
plant. Generating stations of the lat­ 
ter type, entirely separate from other 
plants contributing to the service of 
the same community, often suffer in­ 
terruptions of days and weeks dura­ 
tion, the delay being caused by the 
necessity of having to ship in new 
equipment from out-of-town factories. 
Another achievement also indicative 
of 
the 
Public 
Service 
company’s 
promptness in restoring service to its 
customers after unavoidable outrages 
occured three years ago at the time 
the sub-station at Barrington was 
completely demolished, the equipment 
destroyed and all service to the com­ 
munity thrown off. 
In this instance, the company built 
an entirely new sub-station, gathered 
the necessary equipment for installa­ 
tion and restored service to Barring­ 
ton and the eight other towns served 
from this sub-station in thirty-five 
hours.

During the five year period, 1918- 
1922, a city in Switzerland reduced the 
percentage of goitrous school children 
from 87 to 13 by adding the proper 
amount of iodine to the food supply of 
the children. 
Iodine for preventing 
goiter is regarded distinctly as a food 
I and not as a medicine.

Simple goiter appears among the 
I population most often in those sec- 
■ tions or areas where iodine is lacking 
j in significant quantities in the food 
; and water supplies. Illinois is in such

| ample, iodine in native foods and wa-
